his policie, or bring them by force of armes vn- 
der his ſubicftion. All which I will here briefly 
and truely relate; eſpecially theſe three norg- 
worthy Obſeruttions : firſt, his Noblenefle : ſe- 
condly, his Vertucs: and laſtly, his Actions, Of 
the firſt and laſt hee makes large boaits in his Re- 
monſtrance : The ſecond mutit beautitie the firſt, 
and be the caule of the laſt, or thete is no true 
ground of the goodneſle. 

Of his Noblenefle hee giues large bragges, (if 
there were credit in oftentation) deriuing himſelfe 
from the auncient noble Familte of Ol/denbarne- 
welt : all which to approue, hee bringeth forth 
volumes of olde ſmoaked papers, wherewith hee 
ſtriues to informe the world of the anrtiquitie of 
that houſe: and that it is. auncient wee all know, 
bur that hee is eeſcended from thence, it is vtter- 
ly vnbelecued; And thoſe of the Family haue not 
yet accepted of him as their kinſman, what they 
will doe now ſhall be heard vpon the due exami- 
nation of his proofes. Firſt, hee bringeth forth . 
(as hee faith) his-great-Grandfather, C/zes of 0/- 
denbarnevelt, but his Grandfathec and Father he

murder, fled into the Downes, where hee liued 
wonderfull poorely. 

His Mother wee will paſle ouer, being an ob. 
ſcure Woman known: to few or none: But the ho- 
nourable deſcent of his Wite is worthy more then 
an ordinary remembrance, being moſt inceſtu- 
ouſly begotten betweene a brother and a fifter,by 
whom ſhee was many yeares brought vp, calling 
her owne Mother Aunt, and her Father Vnckle: 
Inthe end ſceing her Mother in extreame ficke- 
neſſe, ſhee carncitly demanded of her who was 
her Mother: to whom the Mcther anſwered with 
moſt bitter teares, I am your Mother, and you 
ſhall bee heyre of af my goods and poſitions, 


(for it is to be vnderftood that the Brother being 


dcad before, had given to his Siſter all his ſub- 
ſtance.) Theſe goods made a qualification of that 
baſenefle of birth, which otherwiſe might well 
have beene queſtioned. With this Brother and 
Siſter at the ſame time dwelt a young youth, who 
was alſo ſuppoſed to bee brother to the youns 
maid, and obſerued 25 ſhce did, the ſame titles ; 


he vpon ſome occaſion root. {ary Vnckle= 
e it with ſuch ve- 


 hement griefe to the heart, that it gaue a full pro- 


babilitic to the world, that bee could be no leffe 
ER ; vuto 
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'nto himthen a naturall Father. Bur, to proceed, 
the mother being dead,the friends and next heircs 
came to demand rhe goods of the forcſaid bro- 
ther and ſiſter, ro whom was 1erurned for anſwer, 
the gifr and aſſurance made oucr to the maid. 
Now this noble Counſellor or new S.l»bn, dwel- 
ling hard by, tooke acquaintance of the maide, 
and became bo.a her Soliciter and Aduocare,fol- 
lowing all her ſuits againſt the friends that ſeemd 
tro be injured :and ſuborned a poore baſe little fel- 
low named Pl/i/men,who tooke his corporall oath 
that he was her father, a thing of ſo much ſcorne 
and vnlikelihood, that nothing could breed more 
laughter. But vpon this euidence M. John not 
onely preuailed, and recouered the ſuites, bur al- 
fo marrycd the Maid: incited onely therevnto for 
her great wealch, which ſo muffeld and blinded 
the nobleneſſe of his ſpirit, that hee neuer looke 
al{zde to the diſhonour of her birth. This ſubornd, 
ſworne, or rather for[worne Father, was neuer af- 
terward ſcene amongſt them in any ciuill or fami- 
liar commercement, no not ſo much as once to 
ſitattheir Table, onely itis ſuppoſed, he had ſome 
tenacor twenty pounds per annum beſtowed vpon 
him,to defray the charge of his pertury. All ſuits 
being eaded, and a generall peace eſtabliſhed, 
there was a ſolemae teaft held-by all the friends 
and acquaintance on both ſides: at which feaſt a 
faire cup of filuer, and other rich gifts were be- 
ſtowed vponthe boy,(the ſuppoſed brother of our 
new Saints wite) who tormerly was runne —_

and now becomne a Cowper by his occupation, 
for want of other maintenance. And this was the 
firſt ſpring or riſing of the great houſe of our great 
Aduocate Mr. 1:hn Barrevelt derived from two 
famous branches, a notorious mutrtherer, and a 
moſt laſcinious inceſtuous whore. \ 


His Brothers and Siſters are as remarkable as 


\ himſelte, and not vnworthy all good mens con(t- 
derations, for the honors they haue brought this 
great Family. As firſt, his Brother E/7as, who was 
Auncien or Vaxdrazher to his brother the Cap- 
taine 3 and after that made Penſtonary of Koter- 
dim, at ſuch time as our Mr. John Barnevelt was 
made Aqduocate of Heo//and. The fore-ſpecified 
Elt1;5 married the Burgemaſters daughter of Cr:m1- 
pin, hauing long before her marriage gotten her 
with childe-of a daughter, which was borne and 
named De/iaza: and, as it ſcemes,in conf1deration 
of this marriage. and to excuſe diſhonour done 
to the Burgemaſter, hee was made a Penfioner. 
This E/:as loued his liquour exceeding well, and 
would drinke his Rouſe from brimme to bottome; 
(which, as it ſeem'd, proucd his deſtruQion) for 
being ac his Brothers houſe in the Hage, at ſuch 
time as the men of Hzaerſberch had beene with 
him to ſue for a good Miniſter ; in which they re- 
cciued nothing but threatnings and reullings: this 
Elias going to bed hye and full of wine, was choa- 
ked in his fleepe with a Catharre: For, one of the 
houſe comming carcly in the morning to ſee if 
his Lordſhip was ſirring,and to giue him a cup of 
Vorme- 


mo I AIR” I rs as een 
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Wormewood-wine, according to the Dutch fa- 


ſhion,found him dead and ſmothergd:what tricks 
he hath done with his Brother the Aduocate,wee 
ſhall heare hercafter. 

For his other Brother,who was firſt a Captaine, 
and afterward Gouecrnor of Ferre, hee was a man 
loathſome, bruitiſh, and monſtrous in his quali- 
tics; for itis a geverall report in the Country,and 
and an vncoritradidted truth, that hee tooke a 
gammon of Bacon, made it hollow, and then did 
the office of nature init, and when it was full of 
his klth and excrements, compelled the Country 
people to cate it : for which deteſtable ation hee 
was called the Gamonſbytter, and knowne by that 
name more vniuerſally then any other : hauing 
likewiſe after that, done many vnſpeakable and 
ſhamefull as of vncleanneſle, ſuch as Modeſtic 
and ciuill eares forbids mee to vtter, and ſuch as 
cuen Loathſomneſlc it ſelfe would ſtand amazed 
to imitate. Nay, his cruelty and tyranny hath not 
alone extended to many honeft people, but cuen 
eo his owne wife, a Gentlewoman borne at the 
Bryll, whom at his pleaſure hee hath made lye 
_— vader his fect ; and inthart ſeruile baſe 
poſture, made her prate, ſiog, laugh, cry, nay vie 
euery Mymicke and Anticke gefture in his know- 
ledge; varying and turning from one to another 
as ſvlifily as his wicked thoughts had motion. 
VVich his ncighbours and thoſe abouthim he was 
(in another degree) full as tyrannous, impriſon- 
ing them in places ſo filthy Ing odious,that it was 

not

not to be indured by any humane nature; & vſing 
them moſt ſhamefuily when they would not doe 
his valawfull pleaſure: charging themwirh falſe 
accuſations, putting them to fines and ranſomes 
beyond the extent of their abilities : and if at any 
time they fayled in payment, then affuredly they 
were inforced to. dic with hunger, cold and ftin- 
king ſauonrs. 

His Siſters were common proſtituted Whores 
and Curtizans, and haue lived vpon the beaſtly 


. conſumption of their owne loathſome bodies s 
which thoſe that haue knowne them, and vida 


them in that filthy ſinne (and are yet living) can 
truely witneſle. Theſe Siſters,when their abhomis- 
nable trades grew weake, and their commings in 
ſlender, would come to their Brother our Mr. os 
(whoſe wealth like a full Sea came euer in Spring- 
rydes) and deſire relicfe for their wants ; which if 
at any time hee eyther denyed or ſcanted, they 
would inſtantly threaten him tro come and dwell 
beforehis doore, and vſe 'their beaſtlinefle there, 
to his eternall ſharae and diſhonour. 

His fons may well be likewiſe ſet downe inthis 
Legend, whole'yourhs being ſpent withour lear- 
ning ot'education, theft after-time was waſted in 
all che debauſht qualities that could any way ac- 
commodate a vilde ſpirit, as &rabbing, wicking, 
dicing, ſwearing, blaſpheming, breaking Glafle- 
windowes, and tearing houſes, in which exerciſe

is not vnknewne to any ſtranger (much leſle the 
dwellers) in Holand, who in the abſence of her 
Husbandis a common whore orprothitute to any 
laſciuious creature : of which all the Hage ſpeakes 
loud ro her infamy. 

And behold of this braue ſtocke and kindred is 
the cement madethar holds together the toynts 
of this famous houſe ; being the common table- 
talke and ſcorne of the whole Countrey , euery 
mouth ſpeaking of them nothing but matter of 
meere diſhoneſtie : For, from a ſtinking veſſcll 
what can iſſue bur ſtinking liquor ? and ſuch as the 
tree is, ſuch euermore is the fruit. So that to con- 
tract the Nobilitie of our M*.John Barnevelt to a 
briete Pedegree: His Father was a murderer; his 
Wife begotten 1a inceſt ; his Brethren, the one 
a moſt ſwiniſh and beaſtly drunkard, the other a 
moſt abhominable,loathſeme, and ivhumane ty- 
rant, a friend to wine, anda foeto all pietic and 
religion; his Siſters whores, and his Sons rogues 
and moſt debauſht villaines.

It 
ligion; atthe beſt but a politicke Papiſt, whatſo- 
ever ſhew he made to leane to the reformed, nor 
indeed was hee other then a Baſtard Papiſt; one 
of thoſe who doe nor ſtand fo much vppon the 
ſyncerity of Religion, as to apply themſelues 
ro the damnable praQtiſes of theileſuires, which. 
lurke in our Countries, fitting themſelues onely 
to the proportions and faſhions of the time, ſay- 
Ning to dee of that Religion the Countrey ho]- 
deth in which twey liue, that by thar fayre-falſe 
ſhow of defence, they may vpon any occaſion of 
eumule or diſorder powre out their hidden ma 
lice in confuſion and blood{hed. | 
This malice hee hath ſhewed from the begin- 
ning ofthis ſeruice euen when he hindred that na- 
ctionall Synod which vpheld the authority of the 
Church; ſpoke baſely of'the order and diſcipline 
thereof, and ſought all innouations vtrerly to di- 
ſturbe and confound the ſame, many times affir- 
ming in his publique conferences, that the Mini- 
ſters ofthe word might well beput downe, being 
a yearely charge to the common wealth, albe

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monſftrances of the Arminian Presbyterie moſt 
politiquely to the Councell of the States, 8 cau- 
ſed cucry Article of theirs to bee approved: and 
after ſtroue with all his violence to bring them 
into the Church, contrary both to the opinion 


and knowledge of all the old Miniſters. Who bur 


he maintained Yorfrus againſt the King of Great 
Britaine > not onely contrary to the will and plea- 
ſures of diuers Preuinces, but alſo againſt the ge- 
ncrallproteſtations of diuers of the beſt Townes 
in the Low-Countries; inciting them to warre 
and bloud(ked, and to the vtter ſubuerſton of che 
reformed Religion. It was hee that incenſed the 
malice of the !ibertine Magiſtrates againſt both 
the Reformed Church and her Preachers; forged 
ftrange reſolutions to withſtand their procee- 
dings; conſtrained the weaker Miniſters to preach 
againſt their conſciences, or elſe to loſe and bee 
depriucd from their places,thereby tro make them 
line without prayers or doctrine: and laſtly, by 
theſe finiſter courſes , not onely brought many 
worthy and holy men to bee diſmiſt from their 
places; but alſo many honeft and wortby inhabi- 


cants thruſt into exile, contraryto all wholſome 
Lawes and Equity ; their franchiſes and freedoms 


taken away fromithem, or their bodies ſhame- 
fully punifhed ; and onely to this intent, that hee 
might raiſe vp diuers idle and hereticall Preach. 
ers (which his fayre words and liberalitie might 
draw vnto him) thereby to a@his part with berrer 
aſlurance,&to plant inall vacant churches by = 
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toule practice and auchoritie (2gainlt che conſent 


both of the Magiſtrates and Commons) the he- 
reticall Sect of the Armiriay tellowſhip, and ſuch 
like prophane fellowes and mockers ofthe word :, 
all which he hath giuen ſtrength and power vnto, 
both with his words and actions ; ſuffered them - 
to runne the full carcire of their owne wicked 
imaginations, vilifying and abutfing. godly and 
zealous paſtors, and vtrerly reieQing all their ho- 
neſt defires and intreaties: nay, tothe vttermolt 
of his power fought their lines and ſhamefull de- 
ſtruſtions. 
That vertue which is accompanied with true 
Religion, is the beautitulleſt of all vertues, & the 
onely Iewell of true Nobilitie and high deſcent. 
The Heathens were of opinion, that the humilitie 
of the heart was the onely ornament of a great 
perſon: which hony-tongued Ccero did approue, 
when he ſaid; The more you are exalted to digni- 
tie, the greater meaſure of humilitic is expe&ed 
from you. But Tu/ly was a ſtranger to our new S*, 
Mr 7hn, and much too {imple for his painted 
grcatneſle; who hauing ſec before him all the 
Kingdomes of the world ts command, and' eftee- 
ming himſelte the onely Phenix of the Land hee 
lived in, and the rare-ey d Eagle, that oncly durſt 
ſoare againſt the Sunne, as his actions haue at 
large witnefled, For, when firſt his Policie had 
made him Aduocate, how 6id he abofe the young 
yeares of his Excellency,goucrning the watrr&810 
athis will and plcafare? that all offices were gitten

or commanded by him: by which meancs he tyed 
all men to his ſcruice, conferring promotions on- 
ly on thoſe whom he thought fitteſt for his owne 
aduancement : Infomuch that he bound them by 


their preſerments,to gine way to his promotions, 


to aſcend cuen abouethe high Altar. This he pra- 
Riſed with ſuch ſubtilty and ſtedfaftneſle, rhat ar 
laſt he was almoſt Maſter of the whole Nation, 
as the Regents thereof (to their great hurt) caſily 
c{pyed, when it was almoſt too late to be remedi- 
ed: for, hee had culled out all offices to himſelfe, 
knew all Colleagues and confederacies which the 
world lookt vpon with great wonder. Nay, ſo far 
hee ſtretchr and ouer-ſtretcht his authority, that 
onely he held correſpondency with the Embaſla- 
dors of forraine Princes,as if the Country had bin 
his owne, and hee an abſolute Monarch: all their 
Letters hce opened or kept ſhut at his pleaſure, 
preferred or hindred as his owne motions led him, 
and paſt through cuery ahgga' and ſerious buſi- 
neſle of eſtate, according to the pleaſure of his 
owne fancy. And whatſocuer my Lords the 
Eſtates at any time decrecd, was by him eyther 
done or yndone, as if he had becue their abſolute 
Maſter. 

The Prince of Orexge, who now is Gouernour 
generall of theſe vnited Prouinces, hath felt the 
waight of this mans ambition ; when by his mini- 
ftcrs,ſlaucs,and Inſtruments, he hath maliciouſly 
rayled vpon and ſlandered his Excellency, onely 
to make the commons hate him, when he ay him

ofthe beſtrancke did earneſtly intreate it : Then 
when hee cauſed many 2pproued good Officers 
and Magiſtrates to bee put downe and degraded, 
as perſons fcditious ( which his Excellency had 
with great acCuiſe choſen )and ſet vp others in their 
places; moit baſely ( out of his narurall oftentati- 
on) boaſting that now ce had one foote vppon 
the necke of his Excellency, hee would ſoone 
baucthe other on his head and cruſh him : Burt 
now, ſecing his Excellency able to withſtand his 
worle aymes,hee ſeckes by the ſtrength of policie 
and foule praGtife, vtterly ro quaſh him, which to 
bring to paſle, all the excellent deeds of Armes 
and Acts of Iuſtice done by the permiſſion of 
Godtothis Country by his Excellency, this bad 
man onely attribures to himſelfe, as the publica- 
tion of his late Remonſtrance atlarge witnefleth,

ifit were away, all their actions ( hceſaid) were 
vayne,and there wasno light amongſithem.And 
how ſhould all this be knowne bur from his owne 
proud bragges and moſt vnciuill boaſtings, for- 
getting the golden ſaying: That hee which wic- 
neſſeth his owne actions, is eucrmore the falſeſt 


teſtimony : But his heart was fo full of pride that 


it muſt eyther vent or breake with holging, al- 
though his very geſture,cariage and countenance 
ſhewed as much, euen in his greateſt ſilence, ima- 
gining,that wher publick reſpect flew not as high 
as his wifhes, he might well to his friends and ac- 
quaintance be his owne Herauld and proclaime 
it, And hence grew his firſt ambirious ſtatelineſle, 
from this pride,changing his demure lookes,and 
and raiſing vp his head to make his cloathes more 
gaudy: hence he beganne to faſhion new poſtures 
both of gate and manners ; now would hee keepe 
time in treadings, ſteppe by rule and Mathema- 
ticall proportion; now pauſe, now looke backe, 
now on this hand, now on the other : now lift his 
teete high, new traile them like dauncers;z euery 
motion expreſling the infinite pride of his heart. 
If a man would take the picture ofa proud foole, 


| lethim Jookeinto the ſaying of the ancient Poet; 
heſhall finde the countenance of the face is euer- 


morethe hearts myrrour. 
This deſcription of Pride our new S*.lohn hath 


fo lively expreſſedin all hisactions, that it is1m- 


poſhible to fiade her'to the hte in any other n a 
re 
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The Legend of new $*, John. 17 
breſt whatſocuer, quite contrary to the nature of 
the olde St. 7ohy : alas, hes vaderſtood- not the 
courſe of the world;for,when honor was brought 
him, he ſent ic backe withthe bringer : and being 
asked if it was hee, anſwered, Ic is not I. But our 
new Saint purſues Honour when (hee flyes him; 
and if you ſayit is not hee, no oath in him ſhall 


: be ſpared to maintaine it is himſeitc againſt all 


truth and conicience. But alas this is not ſtrange, 
the worthy, diuine, and holy S*©.Johz was brought 
vp in the Wildernes, & knew no Court faſhions, 
Pride, or Ambition : but. this hath beene bred 
both in Court and Citie all his life, and ſcornes to 
be ignorant in any thing that is notoriouſly wic- 
ked:and thereforeno wonder though the greateſt 
euils doe proceede from him. Nor is this all : his 
high minded Nobility hath gone a great deale 
further; for, not content to gouerneall things in 
the politicke and ciuill Common-wealth, he will 
perforce become Maſter of the Church and Ec- 
cleſiaſticall Iuriſdition, faſhioning and com- 
pounding a Religion of his owne invention, full 
of baſtardly Popiſh Principles; in which he hath 
ftirred diſlention betweene the Ciuill Magiſtrate 


and the Church-men,ſaying,they muſt bridle and' 


curbe them ſhort,or elſe take in the Town-houſes 
and (it vpon the cuſhions themſelues, according 
tothe old Prouerbe. Ar this hath our new Saint 
aymed cuer ſince An».159t. ang only endeuored 


to bring the Church vnder the politique gouern- - 


ment,preſuming after he had once laid his clawes 
C 2 vpon 
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oy Barnevelt diſplayed: or, 


vpon the Church, to make her of what faſhion 
his fancy lifted. And hence by the aſliſtance of his 
GwIYrm711a9 tation, he hath made orders, how all . 
the Miniſters (ſhall behaue themſclues in their 
preaching,& how Schollers ſhould be examined, 
not {uffcring any thing to betaught, bur what hee 
thought good, and probibiting whatſocue: in bis 
care ſounded vndecent : as if the word of God 
had no limit beyond his authority. And to this 
end heecalled for aſſiſtance froin the States , in 
which he blinded and deluded them, for his owne 
maintenance was ſufficient, (putting his foot into 
the ſhooe of the Romnrn Antichriſt) toerett and 
eſtabliſh in ſtead of a fpirituall, a politique, di- 
uelliſh new kinde of Popery, imploying for thar 
purpole the oner-flowing pennes and mouthes of 
 tobhannes Vienbegart and Hugo Grotins, who onely 
to tharend exalted the avthoritie of the Magt- 
ſrares in the. Church,and moſt finelyminced and 
drefſed the godlineſſe of my Lords the States.Bur 
Godthatwill giue his true honour to no other, 
will not be mocked. 

Further, he hath ſhewed his pride in his vnde- 
ſerved greatneſſe, wherewith he hatch made him- 
ſelfe ſhine in the world abouc any blazing Co- 
met : . which hee hath eſpecially ſhowne te 
{ame of his ewne kindred,as to his owne Brother 
EJits,,phom he made in his place Pentioner of &o- 
zerdam, and then ſent him Embaſſadour for Eng- 
land, where hee got the honourot Knighthood. 
To his Brother-the Capraine (albeit hee was a 
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villaine paſt any vſuall example, as you have heard 


before) yet he aduanced himto be Gouernour of 


Forne, and Baily of Putren. To his owne fonnes, 
whoſe minds and vertues are alrcady decyphered, 
tothe one of them hee gaue the office of Hownr- 


maſterſcbap ,being one of the chiefeſt offices of 


the Land, and the other hee made Mint-maller, 
and afterward CGounernour of Dir Ten-UI-Z09Rt , 
bur by what finifier meancs is ſhewed in another 
place. To his Brother in Law Wexhuyſen, albe he 
was the youngeſt Lord in Councell, yer by his 
power and parcimony, hee was made Preſident 
in the high Court, and ſent on Embaſſage for 
Sweden, where he was honoured with many rich 
gifts both to himſelfe and this ſubrill Diucll his 
Brother, As for Vander Mitten, the baſeneſſe of 
whoſe ſtocke was ealie to bee deriued,, but the 
other day almoſt he brought in anwng(t the No. 
bilitie, putting out others of more auncicent No- 
blenefle, and cauſed him to bee imployed in the 

reateſt Embaſlage and richeſt, in fiead of the 
Fad of Sexzmclſaicke , whom hee vniuſtly kept 
out of France, having l:ued there many yeares or- 
dinary Ledgeir. Tur, a world of Horſes will not 
draw all that the noble minde of our new S* lohn 
hath brought to paſſe : & why nor then a knighely 
and noble perſon deſcended from an ancient Fa- 
mily ? the rather, ſince all the wit and wiſdome of 
the countrey is comprited in his brajne : and ſhall 


hee be bound to ſatisfie the common people ? yes, 


or.they will rayle elſe : fer certes they are ſuch 
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20  Barnevelt arfplayed : or, 


as wi'l not now daunce after his pipe. 

Deſire of Honor hath commonly tor a ſeruant 
attending on it, defire of money and riches : for 
where it 15 wanting, Honour is ever dying: And 
with this vertue of Couctouſneſſe was our new 
Saint infinitely indued, when for money he made 
no regard of his wiues birth ; why, any honeſt Cj-

tizen or common Tradeſman would hauc ſcorn'd | 


her : But Maſter 7h» looked not fo neare as pede- 
grees,Þis obic was the money; Cecns amor lucyt, 
the blinde loue of g1ine madehim gaze at a richer 
{ubic. Iris well knowne when hce lived within 
the Hage, hee plaid the Scrivener, or like a pub«- 
lique Notary writ for money,and gaue cuery man 
humble thankes of whom hee earned bur halfe a 
ſhilling. And it is as well knowne what he is now, 
hee bragges much in his Remonſtrance, what he 
hath conquered with his goods, all whichis to be 
ſcene in his Houſe-keeping and in His Children, 
but eſpecially in his purchaſing of lands & Lord- 
ſhips, which hee hath bought at infinite prices, 
notwithſtanding the lauifh exvence of his moſt 
riotous Sonnes : nay, it is certaine, there is not 
any in the Land cquall to him for eſtate ( his Ex- 
cellency onely excepted.) And what hath helpt 

him to this infinite maſle of riches but this preti- 

ous vertue of conetouſneſle, which doth not look 

for doores or windoves, but enely cryes out, Ha- 

uing is hauing? By his Offices it was impoſſible he 

ſhould cuer get halfeſo much rogether : and the 


rather, hauing ( as hee ſaith he had) ſo ſmall re- 
| COMpence 
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compence from his Country. But what hee got 
not here, hee got in another place: for being im- 
ployed by ferraine Princes,what he could not g*c 
by lawfull and crue meanes, he got by foule and f1- 
niſter praCtiſe. The Farmers & Boores can witnes 
ſomething of his thrift, who haue been pardoned 
by thouſands for their lands : All the Offices of 
the Land can ſpeak how he hath morgaged thein. 
But as his ſl:ights and deceipts haue not beene 
hid, which hee hath impioyed in theſe baſe con- 
queſts of vnlawfull gaine : ſo it is not forgot what 
tricks he hath plaid with his brother E//as the Pen- 


tioner of Rotrrdamhiw the Burgemaſter of Reter. 


dam comming to the ze vpon earneſt ſolicitatt- 
ons, could neyther fince diſpatch nor expedition 
without the letter of his Erother E/7xs, who not 
like a Pentioner bur a bribing Atturney,vpon for- 
mer conſultations, they ſo packt together, thatre- 
wards flew on both ſides, and both were bribed 
farre aboue both heir deſeruings. The like they 
haue plaid onthe other {1de, wherein his brother 
plaid the Aduocate, ſhewing whom hee ſhould 
helpero their rights: bur if this were fayre play, 
the gold and filuer Cvps that went into his houſe 
with ſuitors, will reſtihie that all was to dee (olde 
there. Did he cauſe them tobe made? or perhaps 
did they come flying ouer from rhe Indies, be- 
cauſe it was in his power to ſtay the Welt Indian 
Voyage? No, no, they rather came from that 
corner , from whence 'the' Piſtolers were ſhort, 


which hee tolde'to Hays van Peken, not knowing 
his

his imagination. How blindly this man hath car- 
ryed his couctouſneſle, the cubboards of plare, 
and Goblets of gold which he ſould the Country 
at extraordinary rates, can witneſſe. Inſomuch 
that the Goldſmith in the Hage complaincd of 
the bitter hardnefle of the time. becauſe when 
any preſent was to bee beſtowed vpon what oc- 
caſion ſocner,yet be had no imployment: for our 
Mrt 14þz :he Aduocare did furniſh them art all ſea- 
ſons : yea,although the piate was halfe worne be- 
fore, and folde them at good round reckonings, 
keeping ſtill the neweſt & deft for himſclfe; wher- 
by we may vnderſtand ſomthing. The recciuing of 
certaine Acres of land in bils of Gold, and a 
thouſand ſuch like {leights,hauc beene the inward 
vertues of this Mr John: and yer alas we touch but 
the leaſt oncly, to {crue for eſlayes or taſtes of ex- 
amples. Some things are treated of in the Proe 
uinciall Diſceucry, which may likewiſe be repea- 
ted here: for it is moſt certaine, that this is the 
vertue which made Mr. 1ohn regard Religion fo 
Iictle;zfor Couctouſneſle & Religion neuer agree, 
God and Mammon cannot bee ſerued rogether. 
For Auarice (like quick-filuer that ſtirreth conti- 
nually) doth afflict and excruciate the body, nor 
can his hunger cuer bee quenched: yea, Quo plus 
{ant pote, plus ſitiantur aque :Lucre,like water, the 
more it drinkes, the more itthirſts for. VVuh the 
like vyertue is our Mr, 1eb# furniſhed, ſtirring vp 
in the country what ke hath robd from the coun- 


ery; as for his recompence hee ſhall then finde

Our of theſe three (former'y diſplayed qua- 
lities) ariſerh a fourch named Vnrighteuuſneſſe, 
Anger,or tyranny. A greedy man doth ſecke by 
all meancs roftanch his hunger, whether per fas 
aut nf as,by right or wrong, A proud man indures 
not an equall; muctrlefle one aboue hun ; and an 
enemictoReiigion ſeckes by all meanes the de- 
firuction of the Church. Then ſet downe a man 
beautified with theſe three qualities, 8& with little 
ſcarch you ſhal findethe fourth ro.Now it al theſe 
were, tound in our M. !shzthat could ſpeak fo wel, 
(as rruly it you will finde a fayre ſpoken 19hn, you 
muſt come ro,our M./ebz) then what ſhall bee 
found ina rougher vtterance?:why you mult be- 
leeve, as the trueſt Hol/anders do,thatthelweereſkt

Hauing plotted to turne the State of the Conn«' 
tryto what ends he pleaſed, andthat men might 
be made to know and ſuy; hee began and was the 
foundation of all:Religion, being the chiefeſt 
nandiotthe:State, by puctttig new orders into the 
Reforined Clutch , onoly ro moleft and trouble 
the ſame : (an Ain which hee hath ſhewed all 
his-three beforenamed qualities , efpecially the 
rwofir{t)hethen by force withitoodall thegreat- | 
nefſteandamhoviry of my [Lords the Eftates; all” 
which proctedings arofer:downe' ina ſhort Bre-'

Religion, were not cnely pur to filence in all 
Churches within the Citties and Borrowes, bur 
alſo within and without in all priuate houſes , 
woods, fields, and other places; and thatthe ow- 
ners of thegrounds where any ſuch fau!r ſhould 
bedone (as hee termed it ) ſhould forfeit all his 
lands and goods : a cruelty farrepeyond any that 
euer was exerciſcd by the Dnke de 4a; and as 
By they, ſo the Citizens in whoſe houſes any prea- 
ft ching ſhould be excrcifed, ſhould haue the ſame 
uniſhment, and bedisfranchiſed, and like vaga- 
bonds and theeves baniſhed from their Cities; 
which to' bring to paſle many eſpies haue beene

Þhn,and that other hinderances were alſo feared, 
then this [dull or Diuel!, began to lay hold on the 
old and expert Soldicts ro whom were ſhewed 
new oathes,by which they ſhould be found and in- 
tangled onelyto this new Saints faction, with 
theſe hee fully reſolued ro ſtrengthen his King- 
dome: Butit alſo wanting the fulneſle of ſucceſle, 
for ſome that our new S* /ohz miſled, his Excel- 


lency { moſt prudentiy) ſent away, where they 


could doe him no feruice, and put others of ber- 
cer temper in their places, who knew M" lhns 
95 168 hayres bredth; ſo that hee was forced 
toget a better and more handſome payre of Spe- 
Qacles for his noſe, & forthwith other new loul- 
diers wcre entertained, both without leaue of the 
enerall Councc!l of warre, or of his Excellency, 
0K men onely bound to the league or faCtion 
of M* /ehn,as ſeruants and miniſters to bring him 
and his new Lords to their high Altar. With the 
hee meant to withſtand both the army of his Ex- 
cellency,keepe downe Iuſtice,torce the Citizens, 
and tyrannize ouer the poore common people. 
Here may you behold the kindnefle of our new 
Idoll & 7hz,hungring and thirſting for the bloud 


of the ſhcepe of Chriſt leſus,and with thoſe _ 
iers 
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diers that are maintained to defend and guard the 
Country, he would moſt barbaroufly and cruelly 
wurder the inhabitants.

Religion hee loued aboue all, for hee 
would make a Religion of his owne inuention , 
and in it mingle and ſymbolize all mannner of Reli- 
gions together, and ſo make a ſhooeto fit all mens 
feete : Humility hee loned, for he deſired cuer to ſee 
all men in lower eſtate then himſelfe : Liberality hee 
reſpected, loving nothing more thenrich guifts, and 
nothing more welcome to him then a willing gtuer: 
Righteouſneſſe hee hunted after like a madde Louer, 
onely with intent to rauith her, like A»wwoy after his 
ſiſter Thamar : and Vprightneſle hee loued to ſee in 
all thoſe that were againſt him, that therby he might 
the ſooner diſpatch them. O ſtrange loue of vertues, 
ncuer did any Saint loue them like him;for the Saints 
of God haue loued only one Religion, and diſdained 
all others, but he loues them all, ;and would make a 
hotch-porch or mixture of them to poyſon the 
whole world; the Saints of God haue beautified 
| .- themſelues with the vertues of humility , liberali- 
ty, and rignteouſnefſe, but this man loues to ſee 
them in others and nor in himlelte ; yet iis our Mr. 
John more then an ordinary man, and holds more 
then ordinary opinions, and hath ereQted a new or- 
der , farre'aboue that of Saint Francis : How hee 
will agree with the other Saints, I cannor tell 
I leaue that to bee debated amongſt the Caps- 


chines and Ieſuites , fince both their chicke aymes 
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are one heauen,one efteeming his purity as merito- 
rious as the other his riches :our of vertues you may 
iudge actions, far.one purſues the other, and accor- 
dingto the tree lo is the fruit taſted, The fauorits of 
our new Saint make great boaſts of his deeds, as if 
all the ſpirits of the Nation wete farre ſhort of his 
goodneſle, and he himſelfe ſeconds them in his Re- 
monſtrance,with as great an oftentation of himſelfe, 
as it but for his aſſiſtance onely, the wholg Covuntrey 
had beene loſt or fubdued, and that it had recejued 
no ſparke of grace er goodnes, but from his luſtre 
alone. And this heemuſt doe or hee could neuer 
haue come to bee the greateſt S*./sh»,orto haue had 
the higheſtplace at the high Altar,andthis all his Dis 
iciples belcene ſo conſtantly, that they thirke it 
more then a deacly finne ro attribute honor to any 
Deity more then this their new St. /ohb onely. Neuer 
did any order amongſt the Fryers, {trive with more 
feruency for the vertues and Miracles of their Pa- 
trons,no not the gray Fryers for Saint Francis, nor 
the lacobynes for Saint Demzrzce, as theſe new Saint 
Tohns Loids ard faucutits for him their Idol] & Prc« 
tetor, nor is this any wonder, ſince all things muſk 
bee done with a burning zeale, and his name expreſ- 
ſerhno lefle, for hee is much more then any other Se. 
1ohn ha.h beene: hee is a man of quality, a Knighe 
(by his owne report) of a noble and auncienvt family, 
nay, {ure deſcEded from ſome Canoniz'd Saint in the 
Almanacke, or yet preſcrucd in the golden Legend, 
but ſurely notknownein any auncient or true hiſto 
ry:;Bur let it beeas it will bec, our Maifter /ohz15 a 


Knight, a politique Knight, and a proud Diuell cle- 


thed 
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thed with authority: and ſurely hee hath done noble 
and knightly deedes, wherewith he hath blinded the 
eycs of knaues and rogues, onely honeſt men are ſtill 


ro0 ſharpe {ighted, and will not be abuſed, And yer 
generally hee hath got an cuerlaſting name, for as 


long as Hollandis Holland,and the Netherlands the 


Netherlands,it will be knowne from poſterity to po- 
ſterity,that there was ſuch a Saint /oh» in Amersford 
brought vp at Hilucrſum in Goyland,who hathdone 
thoſe ſtrange miracles in diuelliſh policie, that a ſc- 
cond example was neuer read or heard of: for bein 
bur an humble baſe groome, hee hath made himſelte 
the great maiſter of the Nation, & with apoore bare 
Pention, able but to hold life and ſoule together , 
hath bought more Lordſhips and ſtately Seignories 
then any. three of the beſt Princesare Lords of; nay, 
the whole world he hath mocktand abuſed: And now 
laſt of all to inlarge the honour of his couctouſneſle, 
and to doc ancxcellent peice of ſeruice, to the Pa- 
piſts,paſt any other mans imitation, hee hath ereQted 
a ncw order of Knighthood, called the Knights of 
the new Saint /oby, or the Holland Leaguers: Bur 
ftands this for his whole reckoning 2 whar hath hee. 
then done for his Countrey > In ſooth that is left to 
your imagination; for-fince lone beginneth with ic 
ſelfe, it hee haue any thing to ſpare (which is notto 
bee hoped for)ſhe may perhaps haue part: it is ſufh- 
cient thatto his Country he was a ſeruant, and ſhee 
had his ſervice,and the fulfilling of his oath; ecuen as | 
the Pope of Romeis Seruns ſeruorum Des, whole ho- 
lineſle our Saint /#h»priſeth at no ſmall rate, for by 
hin hee hopes to be canonizeda Saint ,\now hee is

= gonen into the heauenly Aragon: And the rather; 


vices, placing diuers moſt notorious Papilſts, (as 
much as n his power lay) into therule and gouerne- 
mentof the nation;who whea fit time and opportuni» 


moſt acceptable ſacrifice: for which cauſe the Papiſts 
hold our new Saint a notable worthy inſtrument in 
all their deſignes,and doe vnto him great reuerence, 
(as they haue good reaſon; ſince itisa generall affir- 
mation in Brwxe/s,thathee is an oblicged friend to 
' the Catholique Maieſy) and doe much lament his 
aſcenhion into the Aragonian heauen. 

There is one principall thing of which his creatures 
boaſt exceedingly, and that is the oppoſing of the 
Earle of Leiceſtcr and his FaCtion. Oit was a moſt 
worthy deed of a Stateſman as he was, to withſtand 
the friend and defender of his Country ! but few or 
none knew the hidden miracle that lodgde in our 
Saints breft. For this oppefition was nothing elle to 
him, but a very ſcale to raiſe him into credit, & make 
him 2 faction,tharſo having his foot in the ſtirrop,he 
might get the ſooner on horſebacke. It was a g00d 
cauſe for thoſe of the religion, who had bin deceiued 
by him and others,to ſhew rhemſclues enemies tothe 
Spanyards, whilft he ſhewing (by the baſe ſpeeches 
he vetered againſt the Miniſters) his great hatred ts 
Religion , did as it wete Jay the bridge of all thoſe 
'tronbles wherein we liue. But ſeeing times were not 
yet ripe, the gouernment being in the hands of ſome 
of the Religion then our of the Land, proudly and 
fallly hetrooke ypon him'to be the chicte defender of

ace hee hath done his Holinefle other eſpeciall ſer- 


tic ſerued, might be ready to offer to his Helineſſe a 
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Religion. How true he was to the Country,they may 


| iudge that knew the caſualties and dangers of the 


times : for the Countrey (laid hee) was ablero with- 
ſtand her enemies without the ayd of the Queene of 
England, or any other Pcince: but what his purpoſe 
was thereby the Hollanders may vnderſtand, and all 
thoſe that remember how hee eſtranged the Garifon 
of Gertrutdenberch, againſt the memorable and fa- 
mous good ſeruice ot the Lord -:[{oughby, ro ap- 
peaſe which Gariſon, hee,was forced to ſpoyle and 
deface the whole condition of the Gariſon; yea,came 
with an Army againſt it, infomuchchar they were in- 
forced to yceld vp themſclues to the enemy:all which 
proceedings the Lord #lowghby then Generall of 
the Engliſh Forces, publiſhed in Print; whoſe me- 
morable and noble words wee dare now boldly ſer 
downe (though in thoſe times they'were forbidden 
to be ſpoken) and theſe they were :: 


FF the Souldiers hant bin diſobedsent, it muſt be attyi- 
bated to the proud words of the before named Barne- 
velt, viteredat Bergen.vp-zone, wherewith he put the 


ſenldiers in ſuch feare, that all the hart which ſucceeded 


came only by his procuration. And if we looke into further 
circumſtances, we may emagine that Barnevelt who ſea» 
leth all Proclamations with his owne name is the greateſt 
traitor inthe world. For it is ſaid he hath written & pro- 
miſed the Preſident Richard (one of tne councellof State 
to the Duke of Parma) that hee will mannage all affayres 
in ſuch orderthat the wnited Prowinces ſhall come again 
into the hands of the King of Spayne. Thus al{ czroums 
ſtances conſidered, you may indae his truth by his actions:

hand: and then bringing ſecretly a power :nto1he field, 
bath by Sea and lana, te make agenerall aſſault vpon the 
Cries, andto bring to the /laughter-houſ e all the beſt 
Soulaters inthe Land.By this,one may twdgr why onr ſoul. 
aiers left the ememes [caunces and ſpoiled chem wot when 
the enemy lay before Gertruidenberch : 4nd what the 
reaſon was hee would not let Graue Maurice of Naſſau 
agree with the Gartjon, when the Scout and Preachers of 
' theCittegintreating for mercy, offered him good condiit- 
ons, beth for the Citizens and Souldters : why would yot 
Barnevelt accep! of theſe proffers ? but onely becauſe hee 
would doe the enemy ſernice,and reuenge himſelfe on the 
City of Dort, againſt which he bore a moſt malicicus ha- 
tread, becauſe they caricd x great reſpett tothe Queene of 
England, ana thought hardly of theſe that named them- 
ſelnes States of Hollaud. Now beſides all this, experi- | 
_ ence ſhewes that Barnevelt hath dome good ſeruice tothe 
King of Spaine, when he not only ſaid, but held publique 
diſputat ions with ſome Miniſters of the Church of Hol. 
land, 4» the yeare 1587. that it was a great erronr to 
thinke that the united Prowmmtes were not able to with | 
fland their enemies: and affirming that they were both 
firong and rich enough, and hid no need ether of the 
Oucene of England, or of any other Prince of Chriſten- 
dome. This was the counſell & oftemtation which broxe ht 
the whole Land into ſedition and mutinie, roba them of 
all authority and counſell of the chiefe men of War ſcan- 
ted them of money, and brought them to be hatedof their 
neighbours. And thus much for the words, or ſence

and that his pride then looked for the Kings profir,by 
which meanes he had once almoſt giucn the City of 
Huſaen into the hands of the enemy; but God did 
preucnt it, and the faction of the Earle of Leiceſter 
turned tings to the beſt.

who for little orno ranſome obtained their liberties. 
Likewiſe to the Priſoners that were taken in the bat- 
tell of Flawnders, wherein hee had a principall good 
occaſ{ionto doethe King leruice : infomuch that our 
M- 14h» pleaded hard for them at the Councel-table, 
ſaying, they were poore Gentlemen,and had no mo. 
ney ( tor hee had preyd on them before) but were 
chargeableto the Country, and ſo were relealt, and 
the Spanyards had goad ſeruice from their telations; 
which our M.Jhn,did not 1ake, amiſle : onely there

- of great eſtate &quality,for this was the means wher- 
by all the Ducch that were impriſoned in Spaine were 
releaſed, and yer they were not releaſed till all rhe 
Spaniards were firſt come home. Now (ayes our 
new Saint)there was another cauſe why the Admirall 
was ſtaid which was to draw from him the ſecrers of 
che King of Spaine : that was the name of the Child. 
But did not rather the Admirall draw out of Mr. 
John the ſecrets of this Country > Doubtleſſe he did, 
ifthe Admirall reporced truth, when hee came into 
Spaine,for immediately vpon it the Truce followed. 
What ſervice he meant to doe the King by the Voy- 
age into Flanders , thoſethat place their ſpeRacles 
well, may eaſily ſee, for all things are now come to 
light. Was it not hee that cauſed his Excellency 
with all his power to goe into the enemies Countrey 
in a moſt viſible and palpable danger , as all experi- 
ence approued? inſoimuch that ajl men of vnder- 
ſtanding cryed out and ſaid that it was a Spaniard, 
or he had a Spaniards heart in his be]ly that had ficſt 
given that counſell; yea his Exccllency himſclte 
| being aman of great prudence, high action, and vn-

from his knowledge,out of the wonted extremity of |

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magnanimity was temperd with ſuch wiſedome,that 
as long as the batraile endured;hee with all his bands 
aid ar Oftend, not ſuffering! a ſouldier'to goe forth 
_ toſeehowthe matter went, not doubting bur of our 
part cuery mans throat was cut, 

Hee boaſts he hath viſited his Excellencie fixe and 
thirry times in his Campe, but he forgets to ſay how 
often hee hath hindred his Excellency , both in his 
gouernement and in his victories . Nowit hee haue 
done his Country ſuch great ſeruice as he'vaunts of, 
what ſeruice hatlhis Excellency done, that hath led 
our Armies into'the field ; and rookeall cares vppon 
bim ; that hath many times encountred his enemies 
with ſmall forces, and yertby his proweſle and wife- 
dome hath ſo ordered his proceedings, that hee hath 
returned Vietor, and both ſtopr and diſgraced the de# 
fignes of his encmics, putting his noble body into 
moſt aſſured danger, forthe ſafeguard and welfare 
of his Countrey ?

Who was the cauſe that his Excellencie did not. re- 
ſcue Reinberke,in the laſt ſiedge ? who writthe letter 
whereby the Gouecrnour was forced to deliver it vp 
ro the enemy, wichout any neceſlity, ſaying hee had 
wherewithall ro anſwer what he had done ? who was 
" the cauſe there wasno more forces ſenr againſt the 
enemie when hee came ouer theRheine, and tooke 
the townes of Lingen , Groll, Oldenſcell, and ma- 
ny others ?I would haucit declared but who was the 
Maiſter of all theſe'i!l ations. VVell;Mr. /ohn will an- 
ſwere, There muſt be ſome ground tor the truce. Bur 
I fay, this baſe wickedacfle of his made all the parts 
of Gelderiand , Ouer-icell, Gronning, and many 
' etherplaces bitterly complaine; for their ſhares haue 
beene much the harder. Concerning the truce: who 
is hee that till this time hath hindred the Voyage to 
the weſt-Indies > who was the finger of this vnprofi- 
table Truce 2 who faſhioned ir-long ſtnce,by ſending 
his Letters ouer into England, to Callice, and foro 
Bruflells 2 Aske Mr. 1ohz. Sure he orno man can re- 
ſolue youtruly.From whence came the Lerter,which 
, was ſenttothemef VWeclcl, that by the Stares of the 
Low-Counnicsor hisExccllence, ſhould not a ſoldi- 
er be armed, nor a horſe ſadled for thcir reſcue?.Alas, 
Mr. 1oh2 is wile enough to write no fuch difhoneft 
parcells, but hath-vnder hand Difciples ro diſcharge 
ſuchknaueries., But who gancthe writer informati-: 
on? Thatwithoucallqueition was Mr. 242: and: nov 
man bythe avcly: (o-that inthetull aſiembly ir was.

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Saint of ours Mr. /oh» was the onely and abſolute 
cauſe of the loſing ef Weeſell; and yet all that is 
formerly rehearſed is nothing to what he hath done

rurned the Country topſie turny, defaced Luftice,and 
brake the Vnion & blefled league between Prouinces 
and Citics; to diſpoſe of his Excellence accordin 

to his power,and to take ſharpe reſolutions PRs, 
the Proteſtants of diuers Cities and Prouinces : nay, 
ro publiſh moſt bitter Proclamations aganſt thoſe 
of the true Religion, to bring all Citties to a new 
oath for the fulfilling of his damned purpoſes, to 


take all th: 01d Soldiers from the commandement of 


_ the States, to make them ſerue in a ciuill war againſt 
ſome of the principall Citties in Holland & Vrrecht: 
and new Soldiers without leaue of the Generalls to 
fight againſt the Vnion: to raiſe vp ſtranger againſt 
ſtranger, Cittizen againſt Citizen, Soldiour againſt 
Soldier, & Magiſtrate againſt Magiſtrate ; vtterly to 
conſume and waſtthe Land within, that the forraigne 
encmy might with lefſe danger take them inſuch a 
confuſion.

and leaden. pated, that wee cannot vnderſtand bur 
theſe things ſo ſucceeding , ſome rownes muſt haue 
ſuſpir!6, nay the vigilance of his ExceJlence ſo waked 
about rheſc occaſions, thar ſtill his purpoſes were 
hindred, his ſecret paſſages could not runne away 
with eaſc : for cuer to the deſpatch of deſperate aRi- 
ons, both the power, and authority of the: country 
muſt be aſſiſtant, Deſperatio, facrt ant Monachum aut 
Miltem, That deſperation which made him a Soldi- 
cx now makes him a Manke : Burt let M. Jobas Diſci- 
ples ſay to what end thele projects aymed : If they 
were not to ſet the country.in fation , they were 
things then beyond humaine conieQure, efpeeially 
the Country becing in armes as then, andnowit is. 
Bur they reply.the poynes of difference in Religion 
doe not touch fſaſuation. I anſwere, it was an vnne- 
ceſſary thing then in htm, to meddle with them. Or 
will they affirme,that a man of ſuch profound iudge- 
ment,as their new St.Mr./ohis,would begin ſo fim- 
ple an action withour any forecaſt ? Can he which is 
the chieſe man of all the land now turne Cockcomb? 
or doth he take delight, thatthe ſucceſle of his de- 
ſ1gnes ſhould beeanſwerableto the worth of the in- 
ucntion? VVell,notwithſtanding this, he hath made 
a League to (ouerthrow his enemies) with eyghr or 
nine Citties, both againſt Religion, vnion, & iuſtice 
and 29ainlt his Excellence and all the States: ro 
mainerayne which, there haue beene diuers ſecret 
meetings in diuers places of the whole Colledge of 
ſedition, in which Hegerbeets and Gretius were prefi-

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Freiſland, without the conſent or knowledge of all 
thoſe Cittics which did oppoſe againſt them, not- 
withſtanding the better aduiſe of many then in pre- 
ſenec. And to make this League the ſtronger, hee 
held correſpondency , both without and within the 
country,wirh the States of Y?recht and Oxerriſell,and 
the Commaunders of the Campe, and hath giuen 
intelligence co the Kings>and Princes of the neigh- 
bour countryes , according to his owne humours 
and imaginations : All which appeared moſt plaine- 
ly, when his Excellence and the States came vnto /- 
grecht : at which time our new Saint Mr. /oþn, 
Hogerbeets and Grotius being in the houſe of T' clings 
hen ſent their letters to Yircchs ro commaund thar 
Garil6nto yeeld vnto the League. And vpon their 
returne backe to the Hage, wo gentlemen, vtterly 
againſt the will ofthe land Dauyuenouorde and the Cir- 
tics belongingrto the League,haue offered their ayde 
to Yerecht by their Letters, that they. ſhould obay 
the Councell of Holland and Yprecht, according to 
the orders of the Committees which ſhould come 
thither, which were Thorenwilier and Hogerbeets of 
Leyden, Doftr, Iohn Schonhauen & Grotins of Roter- 
dame, all which was accomplithed and done before 
the Lord Morriſbergen came thither with aſſiſtance: 
and were not theſe rhings brauely carried? Morriſber- 
gex comming into the Hage, beſides the Le4zter 
found there, Lord Mu:5,Scout-maiſter of Dorze, who 
wich linely and braue words, ſhewed. the vniawfull- 
neſſe of all the buſinefle and proceedings, and did 
infinitely proteſt againſt it, bur could neither helpe 
nor bee hcard, whilſt the ftoure Committees lying 
Ledpiers at Y;recht, did by all poſſible meanes tha. 

: EO could

could beepraftiſed,ſeeketo ſeducethe Souldiers and 
make them to withſtand his Excellence by all vio 
lence and force that might bee: and what could fol. 
low from this, but murther and bloodſhed, nor only 
in /7recht ; but alſo generally throughout the whole 
Nation ? For if the Souldiers had riſen againſt his 
Exccilence, ſhould nothee and the reſt of iny Lords 
the States ( out ofthe ſtrength of their Iudgements) 
haue had reaſon to ſtand vppontheir guards? And 
could any thing iſſue from thence, but the effuſion 
of bloud and ciuill maſſacre > Nor would this haue 
beene onely perticular, bur the like would haue hap- 
ned in many other Cittics. O whither doe we thinke 
this new Saiat Mr. 1oþz would ſayle with his muti- 
nous ſhip ! Was he ſtarke madde? Did he not vnder- 
{tand any ground for his proiefts ? Is it poſſible Mr, 
lohacould doe all this out of his owne fine nimble 
braine without any ropes or ſtay to reſt vpon? . He 
that ſo imagineth muft bee bur a foole, or at leaſt 
take Mr. John for a foole : for Mr. 1-hn ſaw well 
cnough that with cyghr or nine Citties of Holland 
- andthe Prouince of /7rech?, eucry Citty being fur- 
niſhed with old Souldiers, nay, the Campe ir ſelfe 
was too weake to withſtand the States, ſo that of ne- 
ceſlity hee mult ſecke ayde ſome where elſe : which 
done,the rule and gouernment ofthe Country muſt 
conſequently fall into the hands of ſtrangers. But vp- 
pon what ſtraunger his eye was fixt, that let others 
iudge : for mine owne part, I hope the Lords will 
| make him ſay, it was atthe Aragonian heauen he ſta- 
red, and from theuceexpeRed ſome miracle, where 
wee will leave him, and onely attend what glories 


will ariſc from our S$.lobns aſcenſion, being _ 
tc 
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ted at this time, that we haue fully diſplayed, and ſer 
forth to the life, the Noblenefle, Vertues and Adti- 
ons of this new Saint /ohx : What recompence (for 
the ſame ) wee ſhall reape of his Diſciples and adhe- 
rents, time muſt produce : If they be thankefull, Mr 
Tobn (hall reape this benefit from vs, that to the laſt 
age hce ſhall be called Saint /oþ», and fo gaine vnro 
his memory a name of eucrlaſting continuance. 
And ſithence for his ſake, wee haue taken this fleight 
paynes, and deliuered vp the Legend of his life and 
deuotions to his friends and ſupplyants for a laſting 
memoriall, that his great ſeruices may not dye ftor- 


gotten: they,ifthey pleaſe may go on with the reſt of 


his Chronicle: And in as much as ſome great perſons 
haue poynted athis Aſcenſion into the Aragonian 
heauen : they may, ifpleaſethem, goe forward with 


his Canonizing, andſo bring him vp to the high Al- 


tar (a thing which he hath long expected) Intrearing 
of the Romith Holines to conlecrate two holy-daizs 
in his honor: the one for his Aſcenſion, the other 
for his Canonizing, the Almanacks and Prognoſti- 
cations will be infinitely beantified thertwith,and he 
hath deſeru'dno lefſe from the Romitſh ſtoole, for 
had his will and power beene of equall ſtrength, hee 
hadlong before this brought all the ſtray ſhcepe in- 
totzcRoman Sheepetould, and made them humbly 
obedient vnto the {lauiſh yoake & commandment 
ofhis Holineſſe,whether they wereLibertines,ſimple 
Anabapriſts or baſtard Papiſts,but being lefr vneffec- 
red, his will muſt ttand for his ations, knowing that 
the Miracles which he hath done, and doth coatinu- 
ally doc dayly merrit his Canonizing,
